inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)), 

2.1 As can be seen from Dl or from the prior art 
indicated in the application (page 1, lines 13- 
23), the use of lining elements inside rail 
vehicles is well known. Such elements, which are 
usually made of plastics, include arching 
elements, roof panelling, door drive panels, side 
panels, etc . . 

2.2 According to the characterising part of claim 1, 
the subject matter of the claim differs from the 
known prior art in that the lining element in the 
region of the door drive has a contact surface for 
the "exact matching contact" with a counter 
surface on another lining element.

The term "exact matching" is unclear and therefore 
cannot be used to delimit the subject matter of 
the claim in relation to the prior art

2.3 Consequently, the characterising part of the claim 
indicates in a very general way that the lining 
element has a contact surface for contacting 
another lining element . 

Such solutions, however, constitute simple common 
structural measures for producing an inner lining. 
It is therefore not clear which features of the 
application could support an inventive step. 
Consequently, the subject matter of claim 1 does 
not meet the requirements of PCT Article 33(3). 

3. Claims 2-7 do not contain any features which, in 

combination with the features of any claim to 
which they refer, meet the PCT requirements for 
novelty and inventive step. 

3.1 The additional features in claims 2 to 4 concern 
the number of lining elements in the cross-section 
of the vehicle. A person skilled in the art would 
adapt this number according to the circumstances. 

3.2 It is also well known to incorporate lighting 
units in the lining elements, said units being 
replaceable, as per claims 5 to 7.
